Bowers here said t hat the patient was 
chatting cheerfully with his wife and 
son when, suddenly, lie s to pp*-* I talk 
mg and a moment later was dead. 
The physician. Dr 
Frederick Cog 
geshall, sped by automobile to the ho 
lei on a telephone summons only to 
discover thai Mr Bowers had died in 
sta u tIv of a blood clot ih the heart 
Dr Coggeshall said that the original 
illness of Mr. Bowers, which took the 
form of a violent cold, was due tc 
overwork.

Salisbury, Md., Sept. in.- Absorbed 
with the desire for revenge, aud jeal­ 
ous of her husband's attentions to oth­ 
er women, .Mrs. Annie Fll/.abeth Hud­ 
son, the deserted wife of Tobias Hud 
son. a mechanic, 
formerly of Cam 
bridge. Md., and Laurel, Del., but for 
the past three months a resident of 
Salisbury, shot and almost instanU> 
killed him in this city 
The shooting took place In the rear 
room of the offices of Stare* Attorney 
Joseph L. Bsiley. where they had met 
for the purpose of a reconciliation 
The story leading up to th e crime 
dates hark eleven years, according to 
Mrs 
Hudson. 
Wednesday last Mrs. 
Hudson 
appeared 
In 
Salisbury and 
swore out a w arrant before Justice 
T rader against 
Hudson for non-sup 
port and desertion 
The 
trial took 
place and he was held under $260 hail 
for his appearance on Sept 
21. lf in 
the m eantim e he had not made some 
arrangem ent to support his wife. 


Had Agreed to Return. 
Hudson had agreed to return to his 
former home in Cambridge as soon 
as he had finished up his business ar­ 
rangem ents in this city. This satisfied 
the wife. but the climax < anre when 
she heard that he was arranging to 
leave Salisbury with another woman 
This is partially responsible for the 
murder. 
Mrs Hudson saw her husband driv 
lug with a woman Theu she made her 
arrangem ents to finish her troubles, as 
she said after the crim* was com m it­ 
ted 
Mrs 
Hudson went to a hardw are 
slot*- and pun ha sod a revolver, asking 
that they oil sam e and load it. as she 
wanted it in good working shape Next 
she went to the office of the state* at­ 
torney and told him lo get her hus­ 
band to come up, as sire warned to 
have a final talk 
with 
him 
before 
leaving. 
When 
Hudson 
appeared 
be 
was 
shown to the back room, where his 
wife was, and they were *o talk it 
over. 
They were left alone In this 
room 
They were there for more than 
tw enty minutes, according to the tes­ 
timony before tire coroner s jury, and 
after a while the wife began ti* quar­ 
rel with her husband 


Husband Would Leave. 
According to the testim ony. Hud­ 
son could he seen through the glass 
door bet ween making gestures as if 
be was frying to make some m atters 
plain and he 
was heard to say: "Well. 
if this is all you wanted with me. I 
will leave." An*1 then he turned and 
reached tor his hat. turning his ba* k 
toward his wife. 
She produced the re­ 
volver and fired the fatal sh o t. which 
catered Hudson's temple. 
Mi Bailey rushed to the back room 
Ile says his first impression was that 
Hie man had Rilled himself, but. tu rn ­ 
ing he saw the pistol in the hand of 
the woman still smoking 
He almost 
screamed the words 
’’My God. wo 
man. do you know what 
you have 
done*" and she immediately replied 
"I am no worse off now than I wa* 
before.” 
The injured man was taken to the 
hospital, where he died in about one 
hour, never regaining consciousness 
Mrs. Hudson was lodged in the conn 
ty jail.

Generally speaking, any l»eef animal 
fed until It is in a well finished condi­ 
tion and m arketed between the veal 
age and tw enty-four months is classed 
as baby beef, says Orange Judd F arm ­ 
er. 
Since they m ust Ive fed several 
months following weaning tim e before 
they are sufficiently finished to be 
placed upon the market It naturally 
follows th a t very few baby beef ani­ 
mals are sold under ten or eleven 
months, while the necessity for rapid 
gains and early finish makes it desira­ 
ble that the animals be placed upon 
the m arket as much under two years 
of age as possible. 
It is likely that 
most baby beef is sold between the 
ages of ten aud eighteen months. 
During the past season a consider­ 
able num ber of these western calves 
were finished for baby beef in central 
Indiana. 
Among the more successful 
feeders is Ed F la n a g a n of Franklin 
county. T w o years ago Mr. F la n a g a n 
purchased thirty head of high grade 
Hereford calves in Kansas City, ship­ 
ped them to his Indiana farm and fed 
them out for baby beef. T he results 
were so satisfactory that the following 
fait he purchased sixty head at the 
same m arket for himself and some­ 
thing like 600 bead for neighboring 
farm ers in Franklin county. T he sixty 
head which Mr. Flannigan retained for 
his own feeding were unusually high 
grade Herefords. 
They were about 
four or fire months old when they a r ­ 
rived upon Mr. Flannigan’s farm late 
in October and averaged 400 pounds in 
weight.

oui a careful and painstaking first 
hand investigation touching the char­ 
acter and fertility of the poll, climate, 
water right. neighi>ors, etc., or a ver­ 
dict on these points from a friend 
who has made such investigation and 
in whose Integrity and veracity one 
can place full confidence. 
If a person 
does not have the money to defray the 
expense of such inspection, there is 
no question that he is entirely too 
iwor to run the risk of losing his all 
in a dubious land Investment. 
Plenty 
of good laud is being offered for sale 
by responsible men who Uve and will 
continue to live in the locality where 
their holdings are located, bat not with 
standing this there are tens of thou 
sands of acres of land here and there 
thnt are advertised as "great b a r g a in s 
—take 'em quick,” which 
are not 
worth a continental, never were and 
never will Ive. 
In view of everything, 
caution aud good hone sense should 
be given a little more healthy exer­ 
cise 
This may not sate th a t morbid 
desire to get something for nothing 
or to get rich clutch, but It is reason 
ably sure It will save a world a f futile 
and briny regrets in the long j-un

Add Untold Wealth to Both tho Pro­ 
ducer and Consumer, Says th# New 
York Congressman—Groat Value of 
Bad and Im p r o v e d Highways Con­ 
trasted. 


Congressman William Sulzer of New 
York, presiding officer of the recent 
national good roads congress, held 
at Niagara Falls, spoke on various 
aspects of good roads as vitally af­ 
fecting the national prosperity. 
In 
pah he said: 
‘'For years I have been an earnest 
advocate of good road building. Good 
roads mean progress and prosperity, a 
benefit to the people who live in the 
cities, an advantage to the people who 
lh** in the country, aud they will help 
every section of our vast domain 
"Good roads, like good streets, make 
every habitation along them most de­ 
sirable. 
They enhance the value of 
farm lands, facilitate transportation 
and add untold wealth to the pro­ 
ducers and consumers of th** country; 
they are the milestones marking the 
ad Vance of civilization; they econo­ 
mize time, give labor a lift and make 
millions in money; they save wear and 
tear and worry and waste; they beau­ 
tify the country, bring it In touch with 
the city; they ald the social and the 
religious and the educational and the 
Industrial progress of the people; they 
make better bom* * aud happier hearth­ 
sid e; they are the avenues of trade, 
the highways of commerce, the mail 
routes of Information aud the agen­ 
cies of speedy Information; they mean 
tho economical transportation of mar­ 
ketable products the maximum bur 
den at the minimum cost; they are the 
ligaments that laud the country to­ 
gether iu thrift and Industry aud in­ 
telligence and patriotism; they pro­ 
ne de social intercourse, prevent Intel­ 
lectual stagnation anti increase the 
happiness and the prosperity of our 
producing masses; they contribute to 
the glory of the country, give employ­ 
ment to our idle workmen, distribute 
the necessaries of life the products of 
the fields and the forests aud the fac- 
tories—encourage 
energy 
and 
hus­ 
bandry. inculcate love for our scenic 
wonders and make mankind better aud 
greater ami grander. 
"One of the ervlug needs in this 
country, especially In the south and 
the west. Is better roads. 
The estab­ 
lishment of good roads would In a 
great measure st.Ive the question of 
the high price of the necessaries of life 
and the 
increasing cost 
of 
living 
which is beginning ft* make life a 
struggle for existence. 
By reducing 
the cost of transportation it would en­ 
able the farmer to market his pntduce 
at a lower price and at a larger profit 
at the same time. 
It would bring 
communities closer aud In touch with 
the centers of population, thereby fa­ 
cilitating the commerce of ideas .is 
well as of material product*. 
"Good roads have a money value far 
beyond our ordinary conception, bad 
rot*ds constitute our greatest draw­ 
backs to internal development and ma­ 
terial 
progress. 
Good 
roads 
mean 
pros(M*rous farmers; bad roads mean 
abandoned 
farms, 
sparsely 
settled 
country districts aud congested |*>p- 
uIn ted cities, where the i>oor are des­ 
tined to become ignorer. 
Good roads 
uit-an 
more 
cultivated 
farms 
and 
cheaper food products for the tollers 
In the towns; laid roads mean floor 
transportation, lack of communication, 
high prices for th** necessaries of life. 
the loss of untold millions of wealth 
and Idle workmen seeking employ­ 
ment. Good roads will help those who 
cultivate the soil aud feed the multi­ 
tude. aud whatever aids the producers 
and the farmers of our country will 
increase our wealth aud benefit all the 
l*eople. 
We cannot destroy our farms 
without final decay. 
"The burdens of life fall hardest on 
th** farmer. The least the government 
can do for bim Is to help him get de­ 
cent highways. I am with the farmers 
in this fight for good roads. I am with 
the rural district* of our laud in their 
Htruggie for latter transportation fa­ 
cilities, and in congress or out of con­ 
gress I shall do all in my power to 
hasten the consummation they desire 
the ability to go aud come along de­ 
cent roads without exhausting the time 
and the effort aud the utility of man 
and beast. 
"The fathers -if the republic wisely 
recognized the importance of this ques 
tiou. 
Washington and Jefferson advo­ 
cated good roads and projected the 
construction of a great highway from 
the capital to the Mississippi valley. 
The farseeing statesmen of the early 
days of our national existence cham­ 
pioned and pained measures to latter 
the means of transportation. 
They 
knew that of all human agencies the 
-one which has done moat for humanity 
aud civilization has been the building 
of good roads the abridgment of dis­ 
tance In the facility of communication. 
They realize*! the necessity of good 
roads bow important they were to the 
country, to its growth aud develop­ 
ment and to mankind, morally, physi­ 
cally Intellectually aud 
Industrially, 
removiug national and provincial an* 
tipatbles aud binding together in t>onds 
of fraternity ail the branches of the 
great human family.” 
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Cawky Jack was the sobriquet ap­ 
plied to one of the most villainous 
demons that ever infested any of the 
territories belonging to the United 
Slates. His name was said to be John 
Biggers, but that was only surmised 
from the fact that on one occasion, 
having killed a man and been arrested, 
be had been called upon to give his 
name and had given that one. 
For a long while Cawky Jack was 
accustomed to put people out of his 
way by means of stuall rouud leaden 
balls. 
It was a very inexpensive way 
of doing it, and at the time there was 
no one in a position to make open ob­ 
jection. 
But the original venomous 
nest occupied by Jack grew* to be a 
hamlet, then a town with a church. 
Tho deacons of the church finally 
• ante to consider that the place had 
outgrown 
Cawky 
.lack. 
He 
must 
either be reformed or got rid of. 
At 
a meeting of tit** deacons it was de­ 
cided to send a committee to the des­ 
perado to announce to hint that he 
must either come within tit** fold of 
the church or stop killing people or 
"git out.” 
Jack sent back word that 
he w as not prepared to bicorne a Chris­ 
tian and he didn’t propose to leave a 
place iu which lie had lived so long 
and “whose boneyard he had done so 
much to fill.” 
At a meeting of the d e a c o n s to hear 
the rejHirt of th** committee I Macon 
Higgs from Tennessee, who before his 
conversion had done the next most to 
Jack in tilling the said boneyard, got 
up aud spoke as follows: 
"Brethren. I reckon we'ns all air 
rtrkmtsiled to th** rite’ that tit** sinner 
must Im* removed, perviii***l it kin bo 
done accordin’ to Scripture. 
Now. I 
bold that tti** good book doesn’t no- 
w hat* forbid us to strike down the ene­ 
mies o’ the Lord. It docs say tliut ‘he 
who smites with the sword shall per­ 
ish by the a word.' <*r words to that ef 
fe**t. But wliar, I’d like to know, d<***s 
It say anything als»m the revolver? I 
move that after pra'r we reso le our­ 
selves into a committee to go forth, 
urn! the fust one of us that meets 
Cawky Jack opens fire." 
The speaker sat down. and Brother 
II argan arose. 
"I think.’’ said Hargan, “ghat I kin 
name a better way tintu that. 
I ree- 
cyntend that we offer a twenty dollar 
Hilt. to any roan as 'll shoot Cawky 
Jack.” 
Since nolMslv wished to take a j»er 
sons I part in the job. the motion found 
favor with the brethren. 
Hargan was 
empowered to make the o f f e r , and the 
meeting adjourned. 
The next morning a notice upi**ured 
on the church door stating that any­ 
body who would shoot Cawky Jack 
would receive $'Jd front the church 
funds. The object of this notice, sunn 
teritig by the church, saw it ami read 
it. He went on very thoughtful. The 
next *lay he express«*d a desire to meet 
lh** deacon*, and they agreed to meet 
him that evening in a wing of the 
church used for a Sunday school room. 
When they were assembled Jack arose 
and said: 
"I appreciate the effort o’ you gents 
lit tryln’ to make this yen* a respect- 
able community. 
But I alius beam 
t bur's no gov’meat sn low down as the 
gov’meut o’ the richeous. The church 
is fer spiritual work; the law is f**r 
gov’uient. Now, if you gents will or­ 
ganize a court iii tills yen* town as ll 
make a law agin carryln’ wee pons I ’Ii 
lie the fust to drap mine.” 
Slue** this was coming in another 
way at what the committee wanted 
they agreed to the proposition, called 
a public meeting, and a court was duly 
organized. 
As soon us this was ef­ 
fected Cawky Jack swore out a war­ 
rant against the deacons, charging 
them with conspiracy with iutcut to 
kill him. The people were somewhat 
taken aback at this proceeding ou the 
part of tb** legally reformed Cawky 
Jack, but th** newly elected officers 
saw no way to proceed except in ac­ 
cordance 
with 
the 
statutes. 
Tile 
deacons were all arrested, hut imme­ 
diately balled. 
Their counsel, a real lawyer Import­ 
ed for the purjwse of defending them, 
informed them that a long term of Im­ 
prisonment was the penalty fixed for 
their crime mud the proof was undis­ 
putable.

the “boneyard.” now the cemetery con­ 
nected with it. is a marble headstone 
on which is inscribed: 
CAW KY JACK 
A victim In the cause of reunion.

The chief advantage of fall plowing 
aside from the fact that the work is 
dom* in go«s| season, is due to the ex­ 
posure of the soil to uir and moisture 
and t ^ disintegrating effect of frost.
